AND A BLOOD! STRUGGLE FOLLOWS. 


The Fanatics Were Defeated After 


Federal Loss of 15 Officers and 


500 Men Killed and 600 


Wounded. 


Bio de Janeiro, Brazil, Aug 7.—Tbe 


government has just received (nil details 
of a great battle which was fought July 
SO nearCanndos, between the governraect 
troops under Qeneral Savaget and the fa 
nutlos under CoiiEolhclr. Six thousand 
men under General Arthur Oscar were 
sent from the so^th to Canudos, and Gen- 
eral Savagct, with 50,000, bad gone to 
meet him, to make a joint attack upon 
tbe fanatics. 
Thu fanatics having got 


wind of tbe movement, sent a strong body 
to prevent tbe two commanders effecting 
a conjunction, and only after a fierce b>-t- 
tie did the government forces drive the 
enemy back. The fanatics posted on pre- 
cipitous rooks on either side of a doQle 
poured a withering tire on the govern- 
ment troops, but after several hours fight 
ing they were dislodged by a bayonet 
charge. 
With a fierce rush tbe federal 


troops occupied tbe pa's and captured all 
the rebel positions 
This was not accom- 


plished, however, wLh enormuiB losses, 
tbe federals losing 15 officers and more 
than 500 soldiers killed and more than 
000 we-e wounded.

COOLING THE HOUSE.

'How best to kaep the house cool in 


summer is a grave problem," writes

"During1 the hot months the 


louse is much more livable if artificial 
neat can be cut down •to the minimum. 
Use the stove earlj' in the morning, pre- 
pare certain foods that will keep well, 
and avoid the necessity of a big fire 
during the rest of the day Bare floors 
are very much more pleasant in summer 
than straw matting, although the latter 
Is preferable to carpets or rugs Where 
one can command a water supply the 
house is measurably cooled by reducing 
the temperature of the pavement and 
grounds around by copious sprinklings 
\ goocllj stream of new air should be 
allowed to- sweep through the entire 
house morning and evening The hot 
air of middaj will condense quickly on 
cold walls and cause mold or dampness, 
ccn'-equenth it should not be allowed 
*o enter any poition of the house. All

•crupulously clean and neat 


'If the outside tempeiature is not 


apprcciablj lower at night ithan during 
the da> it is almost impossible to keep

IN CYCLE CIRCLES. 


Preparations for tfce Race Meet—Bicycle 


Talk. 


The bicycle races which are to be held 


during race week are the objective point 
towards which all tbe local riders are now 
bending their efforts. It Js true that 
many crack riders will be here and of 
course will carry off prizes, but the speedy 
men of the town do not propose to let 
aoy prizes or victories go by default. 
They are training for the meet and are 
going In for all they are worth. There 
are good riders here and they will be seen 
andjheard from dnrlnK the raced. '*First 
of all the World" Is coming. Not a plan- 
et, but a machine to carry three or four 
men, who pace a man when going for reo- 
ords or training for fast riding. The 
Mueller Co. u»s sent for tbe machine 
aud it will arrive In a week or ten days. 
Then the riders here will got down to 
business and do some tall riding. Tbe 
wheel will either be a triplet or a "quad," 
the former carrying throe and tbe latter 
four riders. It Is to bu used purposely for 
bringing out whatever of speed there IB in 
Deoatur riders and training them down 
to excellent shape for tbe coming meet. 
With the swift local riders manning thla 
macblbe, no doubt some very fast exhibi- 
tion miles will be ridden. 
Say from two 


minutes to 3:10. There Is one thing 
about the use of these machines for pac- 
ing that many ptople cannot understand. 
That is, how It la tbat since the pace- 
makers are ahead and go as fast as the 
one who is riding for the record, that they 
should not be accounted tbe fast people 
instead of the modern record smasher. 
Thla la a puzzle to some people, but thero 
Is really nothing strange about it. First 
tbe pacemakers rarely go but a portion of 
tbe entire distance and most men are good 
for that short distance if not for tbe whole 
distance., They can out a terrific pace for 
the distance laid out. The record rider 
has to go the whole space. Then, with 
three men on a machine 4hey constitute a 
very strong combination and can some- 
times out distance tbe one man. Again 
the man behind the "quad" has the wind 
broken, and has only to follaw, and It is 
something like the assistance received in 
holding on behind a buggy and running 
along. All these things combine to make 
ib comparatively easy for the record rider 
to follow a much faster pace Jtban he 
otherwise could. Thus It may be seen 
that the machine which is cowing will 
be a gieat aid to the local men in attain- 
ing speed and gaining good form for the 
races.

the payment of the export bounty, but 
tbo contention la made tbut the additional 
duty imposed is in effect a discrimination 
against German sugar, which is incom- 
patible both with the most favored nation 
rights secured to tho German productions 
by treasties now in force and also with 
the provisions of the Saratoga agreement. 
As far as the latter is concerned it is hold 
that this agreement was repealed by tba 
tariff aot of 1894. 


This is part of the trouble caused by the 


idiotic repeal by the Wilson tariff of 1894 
of the reciprocity provision of the Mc- 
Kinley bill, under which Germany had 
arranged a reciprocity treaty with this 
country on the basis of free sugar. 


The present tariff law contains another 


reciprocity provision, but it also proviJes 
a duty un sugar. Section 6 or the new 
reciprocity plan provides that when any 
country grants au export bounty upon 
any article which is made dutiable by the 
new tariff law the amount of the export 
bounty is to be added to the duties 
fixed in the law. 
Germany produces an 


Immense quantity of best sugar and ex- 
ports large quantities to the United 
States. Upon every pound of this sugar 
exported to us Germany pays an export 
bounty and Is the only country that pays

HIAWATHA THE GREAT. 


Was the First Ad?ocate of Inter- 


national Arbitration.. 


Wampum Belt of Irocinoig Chieftain, 


Woven About 135O, IK Now a 


Trophy of the Mayor of 


Albany. 


' While spending- a few days in Albany, 
K. V., recently W. B, Curtis, of the 
Chicago Itecord, was shown, one of the 
most valuable and interesting historical 
relics in America, which is now the 
trophy of the mayor of that cify. It is 
the wampum belt of Hiawatha, and wa? 
made to commemorate the formation 
of 
the Iroquois 
confederation—the 


league of five nations, which occurred 
somewhere about the middle of the 
fourteenth century, long before thedis- 
cos erv of this hemisphere by the whit* 
man. 


Hiawatha was not a love-sick war. 


rior and minstrel, as Longfellow de- 
scribes him. 
He was the foremost 


statesman of his -age in America ant! 
v> as several centuries ahead of his time 
He was the first advocate on American 
soil of international arbitration. 
He 


was the first apostle of peace in. Ameri- 
ca that we know anything about, and 
Ins -untutored mind developed the fun- 
damental principles of Christianity as 
he trod the forest of the- Adirondack' 
in his moccasins. 


'flu; wampum is a belt of bead em- 


broidery, for that is the meaning of the 
term. It represents four squaws aboul 
five inches by four inches in size, two 
of which are on either side of the dia/ 
mond-shaped center. 
They are con- 


nected by links. The diamond-shaped 
figure represents the Onondag-a nation, 
which was the wealthiest and most 
powerful. The other four -Sgures repre- 
sent the Senecas, the Mohawks, the 
Cayuga-s and the Oneidas. Later the 
Tusearoras joined the confederacy, and 
they became known as the Six Nations 


It was Hiawatha who brought about 


the confederation. lie was a rncmbei 
of the Onondag-a tribe, but was con- 
sidered a personage 
of miraculous 


birth, which gave him great influence 
as a medicine man among the supersti- 
tious Indians. This belief was corrob- 
orated by several narrow escapes frorr 
death. Hiawatha was also known ana 
irrcatly esteemed by all the tribes in 
New York, New England and eastern 


ship and" ~the7 Keeper bfthe wainpum 
should always remain with his tribe, 
rhrough the diplomacy of Hiawatha 
the other nations were persuaded to 
accept these conditions. The league 
ivas formed, Atotarho was made the 
:hief, and the wampjumwhich I,have dej 
scribed was woven to commemorate 
»nc of the greatest events in. Indian his- 
tory. 


Alter accomplishing this purpose, 


and fearful of the-jealousy of Atotarho, 
Hiawatha left his home, mounted his 
canoe and floated down the Mohawk 
into oblivion. Of his subsequent career 
and his death we have no information. 
Schoolcraft, the historian of the In- 
dians, makes him. the hero of a great 
many legends. 
Longfellow's 
poem 


transforms this grave Onondagastates- 
man into an Ojihway demi-god, the son 
of the west wind. 


The same gentleman ,who owns the 


Hiawatha belt has another piece of 
wampum which was made in 1784 to 
commemorate the first treaty made be- 
tween George Washington nndthelro- 
qnois ration. A iigurc in the center 
-epresents the capital of the United 
States. Adjoining it is the wigwam of 
the Ircquois. Eed Jacket, the great 
:hief, stands next to the wigwam and 
Washington next to the eapitol. Then 
diamond-shaped figures on either side 
represent the 13 colonies of the United 
States and the six nations of the Iro- 
quois.

To see how a circus pu. 1'ormance is 


"run" from the beginning to the break- 
up, preparatory to the start for the 
next town, is a memorable experience; 
at least it proved so to a boy of my ac- 
quaintance who enjoyed it not long ago. 
Indeed, it could not fail of being im- 
pressive even to a "grown-up;" for 
aside from the 
performances 
them- 


selves, the task of systemizing the 
operations necessary to the successful 
carrying on of a big show is difficult 
and complicated, involving much skill 
in the planning, and a lot of that qual- 
ity known as "executive ability" in the 
doing. There are a thousand things to 
be done that nobody but practical cir- 
cus folk eVer hear about; and all must 
be done on time. 


Some of the most important of these 


things are connected with the transpor- 
tation of the show. This was the lirst 
thing the boy noticed. He had intended 
to witness the unloading of the wagons 
from the railroad cars, but he missed 
it; aSd as he stopped to see the big 
street parade, his arrival at the grounds 
was simultaneous with the return of 
the wagons, the animals, and the per- 
formers concerned in that interesting 
display.
